bas dumped himself down (if we may use 
the expression) to die, Whether any 
solution to this problem could be found we 
cannot say. It is obvious that any aystem 
af fines would have to be carried out with 
the greatest possible cauticn, The “idea, 
bowever, cannot be dismissed as entirely out 
of the question while ths terrible evil of 
dumping is on the increase and the offenders 
can but so rarely bo caught and punislied,

The report of Dr. W. Hunter, Government 
Bacteriologist, for 1902 is. published in. the 
Gazette, We make the following extracts -— 
Larrived in the Colony from London on tue 
Q7th Febrnary, .1903.° As. there was “no 
Baoteriological Laboratory in the Colony, and 
no suitable place for the immediate. establish- - 
ment of. such, the Principal Civil Medical 
Officer ‘proposed that I shouldbe allowed to 
establish, temporarily, Laboratory in the 
Kennedy: ‘Town Infections Diseases Hospital. 
This suggestion J gladly availed myself 
of, and with tho assistance of Dr. Thomson, the 
Medical Officer in charge of that Institution, 
T was able to-obtain part of the office and 
dispensary of the “Hospital for laboratory 
accommodation. . ‘ 
A, sor ax drawback to the immediate com- 
mencoment of my duties was occasioned by the 
loss, through shipwreck, of the whole of my 
bacteriological’ apparatus shortly ufter it had 
left Londen. The Crown ; Agents for -the 
Colonies were instructed to re-order the ap- 
paratus with -tho least possible delay, but 
notwithstandingcall their efforts, the whole of 
the apparatus for the equipment of a Bacterio- 
jogical Laboratory. did not arrive in Hongkong 
until the end of Fane, 1902, thotis to say, about 
four months efter my arrival in.the Colony.

As already 
mentioned, the Medical Department has allowed 
mo ‘part of ‘the office ond the dispensary io 
Kennedy Town Herpital. Any bactoriological 
research which one my propose to undertake 
has to be dove fhere,.and this Hospital can 
bo shown to be a most inconvenient place 
for carrying out Ayucteriogical! work. In 
the firet place, there is no accommoda- 
tion, and secondly it is very inaccessible owing 
to its distance from the other branches of the 
Departmént, namely, the ‘Vaccine Insitute and 
the Publio Mortuary. It has beens matter of 


_xegret that, owing’ to these circumstances, the. 


proparation of plague vaccine and serum, &o.,| 
has been quite out.of the question. At the 
present time, however, IT pm ghd to be in o 
pozition to state that a convenient site hes been 
obtained for a Bacteriological Institute. Tts

“Germeny,” seye the writer, “must pass 
lows making emigration anywhere but to Brezil 
a punishable offonce. As goon 48 Sonth Brazil 
is brought within our sphere of interest we can 
guarsnteo emigrants undisturbed development. 
Let us permit aa. much self-government as 
possible, Let the country be ruled by officials 
raised and educated there. Lot us givé the 


‘country. the most-favoured-nation tariff treat- 


ment and organise a colonial army, wherein 
avery man can serve his time without returning 
to Germany. ‘hus wo will witness on the 
other side of the Atlantic the rise of vigorous 
German colonial empire, which, perbaps, will 
become the most lasting colony old Europe has 
aver created.” se?
